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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 JJSC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cheng (US 
6,431,720 Bl) in view of E. H. Phillips (US 2,483,665). 

3. Re claim 1 : Cheng discloses a fixing apparatus for preventing the laser beam of an 
indicating light pen from being out of focus, the indicating laser light pen comprising a lower 
shaft (7 in Fig. 1) made of electro conductive material being a hollow tube with a taper sleeve at 
one end thereof and with an external thread (72) at the other end thereof, an adjusting assembly 
being fitted within the lower shaft for extending or retracting a refill to a certain extent; an upper 
shaft (2) being also a hollow tube having an internal thread corresponding to the external thread 
of the lower shaft, a clip mounted on the upper shaft and a push button (1 5) disposed at a 
corresponding place to a switch of the light-emitting module (14); a light-emitting module 
having electronic components of lighting fixture at one side thereof and a switch (141) at the 
other side thereof, the light-emitting module further having a compression spring (142) 
extending at one end thereof and a laser head (13) sitting at the other end thereof, a focusing lens 
being attached to the laser head (13), an annular groove being formed at the joint of the laser 
head and the focusing lens (See 13); a cap (11) having a lens (1 1 1) at the center thereof for 
preventing dust or foreign particles from entering into the cap, a connecting sleeve (12) being 
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extended from the bottom of the cap und inserted into the top of the upper shaft. Although 
Cheng does not disclose a fixing element. Phillips teaches a fixing element (see 16 in Fig. 1) and 
the fixing element has a plurality of uniformly spaced and recessed parts (161) that are internally 
arched on the fixing element ( Fig. 3). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to employ Phillips's fixing element into Cheng's light pen in 
order to position the laser head more accurately.
